REMARKS 

Upon entry of this amendment, claims 1-36 are all the claims pending in the application. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for initialing the references listed on form PTO-1449 
submitted with the Information Disclosure Statements filed on February 24, 2000 and February 
15,2002. 

The Examiner has objected to the title as being not descriptive. Applicant thanks the 
Examiner for suggesting a more descriptive title. Applicant herein amends the Title to recite a 
"data store" as opposed to a "data server". In view of this amendment to the specification, 
Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner now to withdraw this objection. 

Claims 1-36 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stallings 
Cryptography and Network Security 2"^ Edition (hereinafter "Stallings") in view of Lai et al. 
"User Authentication and Authorization in the Java Platform" (hereinafter "Lai"). Applicant 
respectfully traverses this rejection in view of the following comments. 

Applicant submits herewith a Declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.131 (hereinafter 
"Declaration") to swear behind Lai. The Declaration shows a completion of the invention as 
defined by claims 1-36 prior to December 1999 (publication date of Lai). Applicant respectfully 
asserts that the Declaration (along with the supporting Exhibits A and B) effectively removes Lai 
as prior art, thereby overcoming the rejections of claims 1-36 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 
Therefore, Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to reconsider and to withdraw the 
rejection of claims 1-36.
